With regard to Independent Claims 1 , 8, and 20, applicant persuasively argued the 
novelty of the invention over the prior art of record, whereby the prior art fails to teach 
an amorphous glass reflector having a thermal expansion coefficient of 30 to 45 x 10" 
7 /°C and a smoothed, heat-treated, and opening-drilled aperture for inserting a light 
source bulb or conductor. Thus, the prior art fails to teach or suggest the combination 
of structural elements disclosed and claimed herein, and all subsequent dependent 
claims are allowed.
